LONDON,  June  24. — In  hit  apeech  at  today’i  sitting  of  the 
conference  of  Premiers,  the  proceedings  of  which  were  confidential. 
Premier  Meighen  is  understood  to  have  strongly  stressed  the  view 
that  only  with  the  fullest  autonomy  for  all  the  component  parts  of 
the  Empire  can  the  whole  survive  and  prosper,  and  to  have  again 
emphasized  the  desirability  of  close  relationship  with  the  United 
States.  He  is  understood  to  have  been  warmly  supported  by  Premier 
Smuts,  of  South  Africa,  and  also,  to  some  extent,  by  others  in  the 
cohference. 

Indeed,  one  of  the  outstanding  features  is  unanimity  in  the 
belief  that  friendship  with  the  United  States  must  remain  a cardinal 
principle  of  British  foreign  policy. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  first  week  of  the  conference  it  is  dis- 
cernible that  the  proceedings  are  going  to  take  a longer  time  than  it 
was  at  first  supposed  they  'would,  and  that  the  naval  question  will 
flay  an  important  part  in  the  diacussion.  As  for  the  decision  in 
regard  to  the  latter  question,  however,  that  is  an  altogether  differ- 
ent matter.  The  Japanese  alliance  will,  it  is  understood,  be  taken 
up  Monday,  when  will  begin  consideration  of  the  most  vital  and  far- 
reaching  discussions  with  which  the  conference  will  deal.

Sims,  aa  a result  of  the  speech  the 
Admiral  made  In  Londoc.,  June  S,  In 
which  he  cu-ltlclsed  Sinn  Fein  sympa- 
thisers In  America. 

In  the  reprimand  Mr.  Denby  pointed 
out  that  once  before  the  Navy  De- 
partment found  It  necessary  to  take 
similar  action  against  the  officer  for 
an  address  delivered  In  London  In 
If  11,  and  referred  to  the  text  of 
that  reprimand,  adding,  "Tour  re- 
marks on  the  occasion  now  under 
dlsouaelon,  therefore,  constitute  a 
flagrant  and  deliberate  disregard  of 
specific  Instructions."  . 

“The  department  deplores  the  fact 
that  It  is  necessary  to  rebuke  a flag 
officer  In  public,"  said  the  reprimand, 
"but  you  have  mads  such  acUon  un- 
avoidable. 

"The  department  expresses  Its 
strong  and  unqualified  disapproval  of 
your  conduct  In  having  again  dsUv- 
siwd  a highly  Improper  apeech  tn  a 
foreign  country,  and  you  are  hereby 
pubUcly  reprimanded." 

Boon  after  the  reprimand  was  made 
public.  Admiral  Sims  visited  President 
Harding  at  the  White  House.  The 
purpose  of  his  visit  was  not  an- 
nounced. 

On  leaving  the  White  House.  Ad- 
miral Blms  said  in  regard  to  the  repri- 
mand, "I  got  what  1 degarved,  tho 
same  old  thing."

DENVER.  June  14. — The  action  of 
the  exeoutlva  council  In  repudiating 
and  severing  relations  with  the  In- 
tematlonal  FederaUon  of  Trades 
Unions  was  austalned  tonight  by  an 
overwhelming  vote  of  the  Amerioan 
Federation  of  Labor. 

Proposals  by  the  International  As- 
soeUtlon  of  Maohlnlats  and  the  Fire- 
men and  Oilers'  Union  that  tbs  ex- 
ecutive oouncli  and  Prssldsnt  Gom- 
pers  be  Immediately  Instructed  to  re- 
afflUate  the  Amerlaan  labor  move- 
ment with  the  European  organisa- 
tions. were  almost  nnanimously  ds- 
fsatsd. 

Amid  oonfUslon  and  turmoil  thb 
oenvsntlon  adopted  a report  eou- 
domnlng  the  Russian  Soviet  Govern- 
ment aa  "an  enemy  of  labor,"  and 
with  "destroying  the  eelf-goverament 
of  the  Ruaslan  people  and  Imposing 
a vlcloua  tyranny." 

Opponents  of  the  oommlttee's  ac- 
tion attempted  to  prevent  the  matter 
from  going  to  a vou,  and  buried 
crlM  of  "machine  rule"  at  President 
Oompera.  when  they  failed. 

The  convention  voted  down  a pro- 
Pesed  oonatltuUonal  ambndmeut  de- 
signed to  give  women  equal  right* 
and  prlvUeges  with  men  In  trade 
unions.  The  unions  were  urged, 
however,  not  to  discriminate  against 
women,  and  to  Srant  them  member- 
ship sa  wage  earners  In  organised 
labor. 

Another  reeolutlon.  designed  to 
abolish  the  "oolor  line"  in  organised 
labor,  also  wss  voUd  down.  The  con- 
vention took  the  stand  that  the  recog- 
nition of  negro  workers  must  be  left 
to  the  discretion  of  Indtvtdual  unions. 
Tbs  general  trend  of  opinion  on  both 
questions  seemed  to  be  that  (hey  were 
not  matters  for  the  Federation’s  de- 
cision so  much  aa  for  the  dlecretioa 
of  each  local  union,  where  special 
eondittona  eould  be  taken  Into  oou- 
elderatlen.

Ifi  Albartn  on  July  IS.  and  thara.  aa 
In  tha  othe/'  Provlaoaa  of  Canada 
Whara  thar*  taava  baan  political  con* 
tkata  alnea  tha  war.  It  aaaiDS  aa  if 
oandIdaUa  rapraatntlng  a multi* 
pllcity  of  ahadaa  of  thought  will  ba 
In  tha  flald.  Thla  aaw  phaaa  In  Pro* 
vlnoUl  alactlona  la  not  conduolva  to 
tha  public  welfare  and.  Indaad,  it 
la  one  aahlbltlon  of  lack  of  co -opera* 
tivo  aim  and  action  which  la  re* 
aponalbla ' for  tha  falling  off  In  con* 
atruetivo  effort  within  the  Dominion. 
The  political  conceptiona  of  ti\a  people 
of  thla  country  ahould  not  be  ao 
hopelaaBly  divided  aa  to  call  for  the 
preaenee  of  .ao.  many  fraelanee  can* 
dldalea  th  PivVyincla!]  polltlpa.  ^ur 
experience  In  Britlah  Columbia.  In 
the  election  of  laat  December,  waa 
by  no  meana  a happy  one,  for.  what* 
ever  laauea  there  were  In  the  mind  of 
the  electorate  became  obfuacated 
through  the  babel*tongued  Interpra* 
tatlon  of  theae  on  the  huatlnge.  It 
la  true  the  Liberal  party  waa  re* 
turned  to  power  with  a aafe  ma- 
jority In  the  Leglalature.  but,  be* 
cauae.  of  tha  muKlpIlolty  of  oandl* 
datee,  that  'party  failed  lo.  aecure  a 
majority  M the  yetea  eaat,  and  heae» 
there  remain  double  an  to  how  fully 
repreaentatlva  it  Ur  of  popular  opinion. 

In  Alberta  ibere  ara  few  outatanrt* 
Ing  laauea  before  the  people  In  the 
coming  alectfoa.  M there  la  any  one 
upon  which  opinion  la  very  oleariy 
divided  It  la  that  of  the  people'a  at* 
tltude  pn  the  Prohibition  lame.  Al* 
berta  voted  agatnat  the  importation 
of  liquor  by  a very  alim  majority, 
and  the  fact  that  no  emphauala  waa 
laid  on  tpe  verdict  haa  given  riae  to 
an  uncertglnty  which  cannot  fall  to 
Inject  the  matter  Into  the  coming 
campal^.  So  far  aa  tha  outlook  la 
concerned  there  are  good  reaaona  to 
bellev^hat  Premier  Stewart  will  be 
' aubatalned  In  power,  but  the  number 
of  IndepenAonta  In  the  field  and  the 
preaenee  of  United  Farmera*  oandl* 
datee  aa  a definite  and  organised  po* 
lltical  elemei^t  will  tend  to  eonfuee 
thp  eltuftioiv  If  wto,may  Ji^ge  from 
the  trend  of  elections  In  ProvInAea 
other  than  BrithhtCpIiunbig  tire  Con* 
servatlj^e  party ' (a  loalng.  strength  In 
Provineial  contests..  Both  the-  Inde* 
pendent  and  the  United  Farmers* 
movements  have  tnfrihged  on  the 
Conservative  vote,  and  yet  neither, 
in  the  nroWloetai  arena,  appears 'to 
have  either  set  policies  or  leadership. 
What  Tfnr  outcome  In  Alberta  may  be 
will  easrclae  but  little,  if  any,  away 
on  th#  Dominion  situation,  but  the 
campaign  will  emphasise  the  polltl* 
cal  Indecision  which  haa  become  an 
obseaalon  In  the  country.  Canada 
will  be  handicapped  until  such  time 
as  there  la  a more  definite  alignment 
of  parties,  whatever  their  nomecla- 
ture  nyty  be,  for  It  la  obvious  that 
the  greater  the  division  of  political 
opinion  the  lean  co-operative  effort 
there  can  be  In  the  material  Interests 
of  the  eouptry  as  a whole. 

COUNCIL  AND  LSAGUE 

When'  oga  go  admirably.  Informed 
nil  world ' oonAitlons  by  training, 
eravak  Inatloot-^and  'eaperleaoe,  aa 
nrttain'a  Foreign  Secretary,  attacks 
the  Covenant  "of  Ute  ^<eague  of  Na- 
tions It  Is  obvious  that  the  teat  of 
..that  body  as  a factor  lA  International 
affairs  Is  not  proving  aa  smooth  aa 
w^  expected.  The  League  haa^  been 
Ig  existence  for  the  better  ^art  ef  a 
yeai*,  and.  though  regarded  by.  some 
as  an  eaaeatlgliy  Xuropekn  creation. 
It  'has^allfd  td'brlni^  p4sM  to'Bdrope. 
Ofie  of  the  Irodblee  It  haa  experlesoed 
la  that  It  has  no  mandate  to  par- 
ticipate In  dtacuaslons  arising  out  of 
the  settlement  of  the  Great  War.  Its 
range  of  vision  ta.  therefore,  very 
much  otrcumscribed.  As  matters  now 
stand  the  Supreme  Council '"of  the 
tallies  Is  a much  more  powerful  body 
than  the  League  ef  Natlona  The 
league  la  Impotent  where  either  Rus- 
sia or  Germany  la  concerned.  It 
cannot  Inject  (tself  Into  ths  Graeco* 
iTurklsh  situation.  Practleally  t|a 
entire  eettlemdnt  of  Europe,  so 
as  that  can  be  effected  under  presdht 
condfilnns!  lies  within  the  power  of 
the.  Supreme  Ceunoll.  and.  on  the 
ether  hand,  the  League  of  Nations 
ikaa  no  tangible  action  worth  record- 
ing to  show  for  Itself  since  It  came 
’ Into  being.  The  Marquis  Curson  has 
reeegnlsed  how  effete  the  League ’haa 
proven.  Deubtleas  were  he  speaking 
ta  a piivgts  eapaetty  ^Ml  not  as  For- 
eign Secretary  he  would  have  been 
able  to  explain  what  the  dlCDcnltles 
pre.  Lord  Robert  Cecil  is  ensdl|ed 
With  being  the  author  ed  the  Coven- 
ant of  the  Laague  of  Natlona  and  it 
ta  thd  language  employed.  «Reret}i 
which"  Lwd  Curson  says  la  so  diffi- 
cult •>-lirterprot. 

Fro^  the  beglnplng.  etnee  some  of 
the  great  natlona  of  the  world  ha^-e 
etood  outside  Its  orbit,  the  League 


has  bern*^ced  w«h*  inaupereble  dlf- 
ttfuiti«a.  iLa  orlglael.  inception  aa 
a super-body,  which  would  have  the 
power  through  the  Instrument  of  In- 
ternallooal  arbitration^"^  to  bring 
pressure  to  bear  on  national  decleloaa. 
opened  up  e vista  of  poeelble  compli- 
cations which  tha  League  Itaelf  haa 
never  yet  Invoked.  The  attitude  ef 
the  United  States  toward*  the  organ- 
isation. an  attitude  which  It  la  evl- 
^ lent  la  to  ramaln  unehangad,  waa  and 
.a  an  Indloatlen  that  wherever  there 
is  anything  resembUng  Intense  na- 
Uonallam  theye  will  be  no  support  of, 
and,  perhapa,  continuous  opposition 
lo  the  strength  of  the  League.  This 
Is  one  aspect  of  Ita  weakneas,  and*a 
reason  why  It  haa  not  yet  taken  In 
hand  the  settlement  of  the  out- 
standing International  problsma  of 
the  Urns.  A Supreme  Council  and  a 
, Leagua  of  Natlona  cannot  opera!# 
with  advantage  cotermlnoualy.  The 
existence  of  the  former  haa  deprived 
the  latter  of  most  of  the  moral  and 
material  powers  which  It  might  have 
exercised,  and  yet  the  fate  of  the 
pence  terms  arising  out  of  the  Great 
War  cannotvvery  well  be  left  la  tbe 
hands  of  any  International  body  not 
strictly  constituted  of  the  Powers 
which  won  the  victory.  Thus  it 
aqema  that  ao  long  as  it  la  necessary 
for  tbe  Supreme  Council  to  remain 
the  dominant  power  In  Europe,  and 
even  further  afleld,  tbe  League  of  Na- 
tions la  only  a titular  body  so  far  aa 
It  can  englaaer  dedalona  to  which 

all  Ita  membership  will  subscribe.

TAXA'^kON  OF  LAND 

— - 'T" 

The  Saanich  municipality  la  pre*. 
I senting  a mamoraodum  to  the  Min* 
later  of  Finance  dealing  with  the 
taxation  problem.  Bo  far  as  It  gaes 
It  la  a document  of  tntareat,  but  U 
deals  In  generallxatlone  and  la  of  a 
character  that  will  not  shed  much 
light  on  the  subject  from  the  Oov* 
ersment'e  standpoint.  To  tell  the 
Minister  of  Finance  that  taxes  de- 
rived from  land  ahould  be  sufficient, 
and  no  more,  to  maintain  ani  In.* 
prove  the  value  of  the  property  taxed, 
and  that  all  other  civic  expenditure 
should  be  derived  from  other  eoiiroee 
la  a atralght  invitation  to  the  Gov- 
ernment to  devise  some  new  meana  of 
taxation.  -Nq  one  ban  emphaalsad 
more  than  this  newspaper  bow  Im- 
perative It’ la  that  the  burden  of  tax- 
ation on  land  within  muntclpallUea 
should  ba  leeeened.  This  plea  haa  al- 
ways been  advanced  on  the  basis 
that  there  should  be  a redistribution 
of  taxation,  and  not  any  increase  in 
any  direction.  If  a munlctpality, 
either  by  Inference  or  directly,  advo- 
cates  new  ImpoaU,  other  than  those 
which  are  now  provided  for  the  pur- 
poses of  Provincial  and  municipal 
gevBrQment.  then  the  tendency  will 
be  to  put  another  spoke  in  the  wheel 
of  progreas.  for  progreae  haa  been  ar- 
rested' by  the  taxation  Imposed  In 
British  Columbia. 

Saanich  has  f*red  batter  financial- 
ly than  a number  of  other  municipali- 
ties In  tbs'  Province,  but  It  haa  dens 
so  by  assessing  ita  land  above  Its  ae- 
tual  value.  Ths  memorandum  pre- 
sented to  the  Minister  of  Finance 
points  out  that  "many  of  our  property 
owners  are  feeling  as  most  burd^- 
eome  the  ever  Increasing  taxation 
upon  thslr  labd,"  and  It  is  further 
stated,  that  "this  Is  particularly  so  In 
the  case  of  the  farming  class." 
Saanich  la  inclined  to  pride  itself  aa  a 
municipality  becauae  more  of  Ita  land 
not  reverted  at  tax  sales,  but.  In 
pmntlng  to  this  as  a oasae  for  con- 
gratulation. It  ta  gsnsrally  forgotten 
that  in  Saanich  the  land- Is  the  live- 
lihood of  a large  number  of  the  resi- 
denta,  and,  therefore,  tffejT  are  forced 
to  go  to  extremities  In  order  to  keep 
it  In  their  poeeeeelon.  There  is  no 
shadow  of  doubt  that  there  Is  an  In- 
flated official  view  of  the  value  of  |and 
In  Saanich,  and  taxation  Is  inflated  In 
proportion.  The  strugffle  which  so 
many  of  the  small  holders  have  to 
make  a living  is  an  Illustration  of 
1 what  wo  mean.  With  a reduction  In 
the  ameeeed  value  of  the  Und,  asttle- 
ment  would  very  soon  become  more 
Intense,  there  would,  therefore,  be 
neore  Uxpayere  and  the  municipality 
would  benefit. 

It  lo  essential.  In  reaching  a aolu- 
tlon  of  the  municipal  taxation  prob- 
lem. that  some  method  should  be  de- 
vised for  arriving  at  the  actual  value 
of  land  for  aaseaement  purposes.  In 
this  dirsoUon  now  there  la  far  too 
much  power  left  to  the  wbima  and 
opinions  of  municipal  ofliolala.  Both 
Saanich  and  Victoria  constitute  11- 
lusu-atlons.  .and  especially  the  latter, 
which  has  not  been  able  to  cut  Its 
cloth  according  to  Ita  purse.  It  is 
too  bad  that  at  this  time,  when  Ths 
Government  is  casting  about  for  a 
solution  of  the  financial  problem  In 
municipalities,  that  the  Utter  are  so 
i^lvlded  in  their  aplnlons  akout  what 
should  be  dons.  Ths  Union  of  B.  c. 
MunIctpallUss.  while  admitting  that 
relief  to  urgently  noeded.  has  changed 
front  on  the  methods  t6  be  em- 
ployed at  least  ones  during  the  pres- 
ent yeay.  It  Is  time  soma  definite 
programme  for  relief  was  r««om- 
rasnded  to  the  Government,  and  it 
ought  to  be  one.  upon  tbe  mala  so- 
eantUU  of  which,  all  who  aro  la- 
Infected  In  municipal  progreae  are 
1 abU  to  agros.

F'ry  waa*  chiefly  of  Interest  in  hla 
answers  to  tha  questions  asked  by 
Magistrate  Jay.  Chief  B*ry  aald  that 
Mr.  North  had  told  him,  on  tha 
night  of  the  trap,  that  the  gambling 
houaaa  were  to  open  on  the  foHowlng 
Baturday.  Chief  Pry  waa  oppoaad  to 
the  scheme,  and  ao  told  tha  commie* 
alone  rs. 

Magistrate  Jay  said  that  the  com* 
mlsslonera  were  not  responsible  for 
the  active  enforcement  of  the  law, 
but  the  chief  of  police  wae.  Hia 
Honor  thought  It  was  a very  im* 
peoper  proposal  tp  atalio  to  an  of* 
Acer  sworn  to  enforce  the  law.  Mr. 
Martin  aald  thatn  ho  presumed  the 
chief  went  on  theory  that  be 
would  be  diamiaaed  from  hla  office  If 
he  did  not  obey  the  commlselonere’ 
orders. 

Inspector  George  Perdue  testified 
that  aa  a matter  of  fact  nine  gam* 
bllng  houses  opened  on  the  Saturday 
following  the  conversation  at  the 
North  residenoe,  a fact  of  which  the 
wltneaa  was  mads  aware  when  It  was 
reported  by  Detective  Macddnald. 
Next  day  Sergeant  Carlow  brought 
Charlie  Bo  to  the  police  office;  and 
the  accused  said  the  houeea  were 
opened  by  arrangement  with  Com* 
mlMloner  North. 

MV.  Joseph  Martin,  K.  C-,  formally 
moved  that  the  cnarge  bo  diamiaaed. 
No  case  had  been  made  on  the  charge 
aa  laid,  he  would  submit.  Tha  charge 
was  that  of  attempting  to  bribe  the 
Chief  of  Police,  Accepting  the  evl* 
dence  as  adducad.  It  had  only  been 
shown  that  the  money  waa  given  to 
North.  It  waa  not  to  be  given  to 
Fry,  but  it  waa  aald  to  be  to  fix  FTy. 
It  waa  left  to  North’s  dlacretlon.  It 
waa  obviously  a bribe  to  North,  If  It 
was  anything,  to  induce  North  to 
prevent  the  chief  from  doing  hla 
tfuty. 

Counsel  argued  that  It  waa  rea* 
sonabla  to  my  that  the  money  was 
not  meant  to  go  to  Fry  at  all.  It 
waa  to  go,  as  It  did  go,  to  North. 
The  proof  of  that  was  contained  In 
the  subsequent  cimree  of  events,  for 
the  money  waa  not  merely  for  the 
fixing  of  Fry.  but  also  for  the  fixing 
of  Commissioner  Hall. 

Mr.  Martin  concluded  that  where 
the  evidence  was  such,  as  In  this 
case,  Yhat  a trial  jutU*  would  with* 
draw  the  case  from  the  Jury,  a police 
magistrate  on  a preliminary  Inquiry 
should  dismiss  ths  charge.  Accepting 
the  oommlsaioners’  pwn  evldenoe.  all 
that  had  been  proved  waa  that  the 
eommlasloneni  tbamaelves  Incited  the 
bribery,  and  the  bribe  waa  to  them 
and  not  to  Chief  Fry. 

OoMTt  Comsilta  Aocwsed 

City  Prosecutor  Harrison  aald  that 
If  thero  was  need  of  further  Invastl* 
gatton — and  he  strongly  urged  that 
there  was — than  ths  defendant  must 
be  committed  for  trial.  The  code 
provided  that  such  oases  oould  only 
ba  tried  before  a Jury;  and  If  there 
waa  any  reason  at  all  to  beHevC)  that 
the  aeoua^  Intended  bribery,  then 
he  ought  to  bo  sent  up  for  trial.  #It 
would  not  help  tho  accusod  to  aay 
that  North  made  tho  suggeetlon  In 
tha  first  place.  It  wma  for  a jury  to 
aay  what  waa  maant  by  “ths  fixing" 
of  the  Chief  of  Police.  If  It  waa  to 
bo  argued  that  Dr.  Hall  waa  to  ba 
"fixed"  by  the  payment  of  money, 
the  aame  muet  have  been  Igtcnded 
with  Chief  Fry-  It  must  have  been 
Bo  that  approached  North,  however, 
bocauao  afterwarda  Bo  Is  found  com* 
plaining  that  tha  poIlM  ware  Inter* 
fvrinr  with  the  opening  of  the  gam* 
bllng  houses. 

Magistrate  Jay  said  that  there  was 
no  doubt  at  all  that  1460  waa  paid 
by  the  aocused  to  North.  Thero  had 
been  evidence  of  a conversation 
showing  that  tbe  money  was  to  bo 
used  to  "fix’*  the  Chief  of  Police.  How 
a was  to  Ub  applied  lot  that  purpose 
was  not  shown.  If  he.  the  magis* 
trate.  took  upon  himself  tha  rsoponsi* 
billty  of  deciding  what  was  Intonded 
by  this  scheroo.foT  “fixing"  tho  Chief 
of  Police,  bo  wotfld  bo  taking  on  him* 
osir  tha  Ainctlons  of  a trial  Jury. 

Tho  erimtmU  cods  took  so  oortous 
• vlow  of  iho  off  ones  charged  in  the 
ease  that  tha  power  of  trial  waa 
aola^  voatad  in  a Judfia  and  Jury,  it 
waa^a  matter  of  great  gnibllc  import* 
aaco;  and  ho  had  coma  to  tha  eon* 
elusion  that  It  should  be  Invostigaisd 
by  a higher  court.  Tbe  aocused  would 
bn  committed  for  trial.  *

Followiag  the  omphatir'  Statement 
by  l^romler  Oliver  on  ’Thuraday  to  the 
effect  that  tho  -new  Liquor  Act  will 
bo  strictly  onforoad.  and  that  any 
broach  thereof,  whether  by  aoldlera* 
ciuba  or  othars,  will  be  prosecuted, 
Attorney-General  Farria  and  Mr.  A. 
M.  Johnson,  chairman  of  tbe  Liquor 
Control  Board,  yesterday  came  out 
with  statements  of  almllar  purport. 

’Tha  Attorney-General  referred  to 
tho  tolegraphlc  story  from  Vancouver 
to  the  effect  that  he  I^d  met  meni* 
bora  of  the  United  Soldiers’  Council  *t 
Vancouver,  and  k was  agreed  that 
boer  aolllng  should  be  perniittad  In 
soldiers’  clubs,  tbe  Impreoslon  bOIng 
given  that  be  had  agreed  to  such  an 
arrangemant. 

"The  facta  are  that  whan  tha  9ol* 
dlers*  Council  saw  ma  they  asked  ms 
what  I would  do.  1 told  them  that 
when  U)e  Act  waa  up  In  tha  Laglala* 
ture  I apoka  and  voted  in  favor  of 
the  sale  of  bear,  but  ths  Legislature 
had  decided  otherwise.  8o  long  as 
the  law  stood  It  was  my  duty,  to  sn* 
fores  it,  and  when  I could  not  take 
that  course,  I would  step  sslde  and 
let  someone  else  aasuma  tha  duties  of 
Attorney-General.  * 

"I  wiah  to  make  my  position  clear 
that  as  Attorney-General  I will  in- 
sist on  the  law  being  enforced,’’  said 
Hon.  Mr.  Farris. 

Mr.  Johnson,  chslrmsn  of  the 
Liquor  Control  Board,  after  referring

beer,  and  that  ao  long  as  tbs  sale  was 
confined  to  members  of  such  clubs 
no  prosecution  would  follow,  stated: 

"1  wish  to  state  definitely  that  no 
arrangement  or  agreement  of  any 
kind  whataoaver  has  been  antered 
Into  or  made  by  the  Board  or  any 
member  of  It,  or  by  anyone  with  tha 
Board's  authority  by  which  Sny  club, 
soldier  or  other,  would  be  permitted 
to  sell  beer.  On  the  contrary  a re- 
quest from  combined  soldier  clubs  in 
Vancouver  to  bo  allowed  to  purchase 
beer  from  the  vendors  and  distributa 
It  to  thalr  members  was  ‘promptly  re- 
fused. 

"’The  articles  In  question  only  tend 
to  place  the  authorities  and  the  Board 
In  k falso  position.  ’The  Board  has 
censlstently  taken  the  stand,  and  ra* 
peatedly  stated  that  the  law  will  be 
enforced  without  fear  or  favor,  and 
from  that  position  the  Board  does 
not  intend  to  recede."

Btatlng  that  he  had  made  a careful 
consideration  of  ,alj  Information 
available  in  respect  of  the  purchase 
of  the  warehouse  premlsca  a pur- 
chase effected  while  he  was  In  the

DELAYED  NIAGARA 

POSTED  FOR  JULY  3 


Work  on  the  construction  of  the 
new  drydock  Is  going  busily  ahead, 
tbs  latest  development  being  the 
award  of  a contract  for  the  building 
of  five  big  wooden  cribs,  to  be  used 
In  connection  with  the  landing  wharf, 
to  the  local  Arm  of  Tarrowa  Limited, 
yesterday.  At-  the  'present  time 
dredges,  steam  shovels  and  light  rail- 
ways, all  exceedingly  active,  form  a 
picture  Along  the  Esquimau  water- 
front that  testifleq,  to  the  progress 
ths  contractors  are  making.  Blasting 
la  being  carried  out  as  rapidly  and 
as  carefully  as  possible,  and  tbs  big 
work  will  soon  be  well  advanced. 

The  cribs  to  be  built  by  Yarrows 
will  bs  used  In  the  laying  of  the 
foundations  of  ths  landing  pier  that 
will  be  at  the  entrance  of  the  finished 
dock.  Each  one  will  be  of  huge  slse, 
100  feet  long.  40  wide,  and  34  deep. 
They  will  be  manufactured  on  special 
ways  at  the  plant,  and  removed  to  the 
scene  of  the  actual  dock  work  when 
ten  feet  deep,  and  there  flniahed  at 
the  thirty-five  foot  depth  required. 

A great  quantity  of  lumber  will  be 
needed  for  these  caissons.  The  work 
will  commence  next  week,  operations 
going  ahead  simultaneously  on  se^'- 
oral  of  them. 


The  Csnadlan-Australaslsn  liner 
Niagara  will  be  at  least  a day  late  in 
teaching  this  port,  according  to  ad- 
vices received  by  the  Canadian 
Pacific  office  here,  local  agents  for 
(he  line.
